The Ironworkers and Operators 
Unable to Come to a Set- 
tlement. 


President Potter on the Situation 
Produotion Must Be Oheap- 
ened— Bad Prospects. 


Six Hundred Railroad Laborers in Nin- 
nesota Indulge in a Brief 
Strike.

A Quiet Week in Business Cireles, with 
a Fairly Satisfactory Condition 
of Trade.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 4.—[Special.]—The fail- 
ute of the Conference Committee of irun manu- 
facturers and the Amalgamated Association to 
agree yesterday, and the consequent prospect 
of the inauguration of a strike in the iron mills 
of the West the Ist of June, although not wholly 
unexpected, caused great excitement, and in all 
quarters of the city today it has been the ab- 
sorbing topic of conversation. Representatives 
of both sides profeas to be very tirm, and plainly 
eonsider a strike imminent, although tbe 
Qiticers of the Amaigamated Association 
wii not admit that they have given 
up all hope of ‘an amicable settlement. 
That there will be no further conference unless 
oue side or the other make a request for it is 
certain, and if there should not be another 
meeting, the only alternative aside from a 
strike or lock-out, ie the submission of a scale 
to individual manufacturers. The rules of the 
Amalgamated Associationia this case require 
that three copies of the scale be made out, one 
of these to be retained iu the local lodge, an- 
other sent to the National Lodge, and the third 
submitted to the mauufacturef by the Bill Com- 
mittee, who at the same time shall notify 
the manufacturer that if the scale ie not signed 
within a certain time work will be discootinued. 
Just here, bowever, pride may step in, end, 
combined with an obatinate determination on 
both sides vot to yield even 80 much as the mere 
muking of a request for aaother conference, 
muy prove a serious ebstacic in the way of a 
satisfactury adjustment. 


THE OPERATORS FIRM. 


Upon this point a manufacturer gaid: “Iam 
sure the manufacturers will not take the ini- 
tiutive, and, although the Amalgamated Asso- 
cjation may think it woul appear 
like backing down to ask for an-

cretary Weeks, of the Western Iran Asse- 

ciation, when questioned, stated wat the muuu- 
facturers are sincere in their assertions that a 
réduction must take place, and that the Wes 
cannot compete with the East on the rates 0 
wages paid were at present. Anotber mapu- 
tacturer who attended the conference yeater- 
day said this evening: 1 not been 
Stated before, but it is nevertheless 
true, that the Amalgamated Association, 
in addiuon to rotusiug o aceept 
any reduction ia — . insist that a number of 
changes shall be ma in present rates. Among 
them is the adoption of a seaie of wages for mill 
engineers without regard to their ability. This 
means an advance in many mills. Another item 
ig a demand for an advance of $1 per ton for 
making that class of iron used in the manu faci- 
ure of car-axies and similar articies. The 
workmen seem to be entirely bling 
to their interest in this respect. They 
forget that the reduction of dun per cent 
recently accepted by the _ stecl-workers 
of the West enables steel-manufacturers to 
vom pete with the manufacturers of the higher 
geede of iron, aud that every pound of steel that 

used for a new purpose lessens the demand 
for iron in the same proportion. In fact, I 
k how several persons now engaged in man- 
ufacture of iron are seriously considering che 
advisability ot changing their plans so as to mau- 
ufacture soft steel. Lf» strike takes place and 
promises to be loug drawn out this policy is 
certain to be adopted, and will throw mano 
ironworkers opt of employment. There 
only uve way by whieh a suspension of work can 
be averted:,that is for tho Amaigamated 4860 
ciation to aceept a reduction. The manufact- 
urers will make no firther overtures for a set- 
tlement. e will meet the workmen ag oft 
as they want us between. this and the Ist jof 
June, but if there is another conference it myst 
be at their request.” 

REASONS FOR CONFIDENCE. 

Manufacturers confidentiy assert that in the 
event of a strike they would be stronger 
and the workmen weaker than last year. 
The condition of trade, which isa most impor- 
tant factor, is such that a long suspension 
of work would be attended with less inconven- 
lence than last year. At that time eight milis of 
the West were operated with nuon-union men, 
and in them work was not suspended. Since 
that time the increase in non-union plants bas 
been 100 per cent, and in the event of a strike 
by the Amaigamated Assuciation these could

The State of Trade-A Quiet week— 
Faliures. 

New Tom. May 4.— [Special.] —Telegraphio 
dispatches to Bradstreet’s from leading trade 
eentres throughout the country disclose a fairly 
satisfactory condition of general trade, witha 
tendency toward improvement.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 4.—[Special.}—The 
rolting-mill proprietors say that the action of 
Congress in the matter of the tariff on steel 
hicoms and rails has parelyzed their new steel 
mill industry, and that they cannot turn 
a wheel. They expected to purchase 
blooms abroad, bus the tariff on rails 
was cut from $24 to $17, while the tariff on 
blooms was not chang The py invested 
in the new mill approximates $250,000. The In- 
dianapolis Kolling-Mili Company bas a serious 
grievance os the Fort Scott & Wichita 
Railroad. ast winter the latter gave 
the mill an order for 10,00 ton of 
rails, which were rolled, but the railroad 
company took 56,200 tons only, the price of raiis 
deciining. The Rolling-Mill Company has, 
therefore, left on bund 4,800 tons of rails rotied 
out per contract. The rails are probably worth 
$150,000, and the estimated loss to the rolling 
company is $50,000.

Ar an adjourned meeting of the City Coun- 
cil held last evening the Committee on Public 
Buildings reported favorably on an ordi- 
nunc designed to settle the difficulties be- 
tween the city and the Exposition Directors.

Another attempt to secure the passage of the 
ordinance will be made Monday night, and 
it is not at all Mkely that the votes cast at 
the late election will be canvassed until this 
matter Is disposed of. 

Tur saloonkeepers of Des Moines, Ia., 
who sought to bulldoze the City Council into 
repealing the ordinance which increased the 
saloon Hcense fea from $400 to $1,000 a year, 
have backed down. When the Council 
passed the $1,000 license ordinance the sa- 
leoonkeepers got together and passed a reso- 
lution pledging each other not to pay it, but 
to strike“ against the bibulous classes, and 
neither sell nor give away a single glass of 
Nquor of any kind. But yesterday they 
grew tired of doing nothing, and, as the 
Council refused to do their bidding, 
they broke their agreement and applied 
for leense at the $1,000 rate. Over 
twehty licenses were issued, and it is be- 
Hlevett that about forty saloonkeepers will 
pay the tax. Under the old law Des Moines 
had sixty-six saloons, whieh, at 8400 each, 
contributed $26,400 to the city finances. Now, 
with 40 per cent less saloons the city will re- 
ceive 50 per cent more as license fee, And the 
men who pay the high license will not only 
conduct their own places resapectably, but 
will, in s#if-protection, see to it hat the law 
is not broken or evaded by others. The Mil- 
waukeé City Couneil last night voted to fix 
the fee at 375, and empowered the Mayor 
to issue licenses, thus ending the deadlock 
in that city. 


THE NEW CIVIL-SERVICE RULES. 

The published summary of the rules and 
regulations which have been agreed upon by 
the Civil-Service Commission indicates that 
their scheme is competent to assure a grad- 
ual improvement in the service and protect 
it against the wiles of the officebrukers and 
the imposition of untit persohs if faithfully 
carried out. The advantages to be gained 
under the new system will depend, however, 
upon the administration of the rules, and 
this in turn will depend largely upon the 
vigilance of the President. If the Chief-Ex- 
ecutive be thoroughly in sympathy with the 
spirit of civil-service reform and insists upon 
a Strict and unifoit adherence to the regu- 
lations adopted, the members ot his Cabinet 
and the heads of departments will naturally 
follow out his policy. If, on the other hand, 
the Chief-Executive be indifferent or luke- 
warm in regard to the observance of the 
regulations, competitive examinations will 
speedily become a farce, and ample loopholes 
will be found for evading the purpose of the 
rules atid yieluing to the old-time political 
influences. 

The recent appointment of Chief Ex- 
aminer illustrates how frail the power of a 
rule is of itself. Rule 4 provides generally 
for the selection of competent examiners.” 
Yet all testimony seems to agree that Mr. 
Keim is nota suitable person to supervise 
the work of examination. He seenis to be 
known wholly as a spoils politician, and his 
appointment appears to be the direct result 
of political pressure, which it was the first 
aim of the new civil-service system to sup 
press. Mr. George Willlam Curtis, who Is 
the best known and most earnest disciple of 
civil-service reform, condemns the selection 
of Keim, and says in the current number of 
Harper’s Weekly that if he had been ap- 
pointed one of the Commissioners the 
selection would necessarily have impeached 
the good faith of the President.” But 
Keim’s position gives him a more direct in- 
fluence over the success of the new system 
than he would have as a Commissioner, and 
henee his appointment as Chief Examiner 
shows how easily the aim of the new rules 
may be perverted by “inflooence” or care- 
lesness.

For the 
lower places reasonable pretictency in pen- 
manship, copying, orthography, -and the 
fundamental rules of arithmetic is specified 
as essential to the acceptance of candidates.

Inforination as to geogra- 
phy, history, and the science of government 
should be confined to applications for those 
clerkships in which such knowledge is of 
practical use. For the great mass of clerk- 
ships orthography, penmanship, and simple 
arithmetic are the principal acquire- 
ments. The service is divided into 
three classes—viz.: the Washington 
departments, the customs offices throughout 
the country, and the postal service. It is 
only in customs offices and pust-oftices where 
there are as many as fifty persons employed 
that examination is required. The commis- 
sion furnishes no good reason why persons 
should be excluded from candidacy after 
they are 35 years of age in the pustal service 
while fixing 45 years as the limit for entrance 
into the Washington departmests. It would 
have been better to agree upon 40 years as 
the limit for entrauce into any branch of the 
public service, for the theory of special prep- 
aration and long tenure as essential to et- 
ficient service necessarily implies the exclu- 
sion of those who have passed middle age. 
It is provided that whenever an appdint'ng 
officer shall give notice of a vacancy there 
shall be certified to him the names of three 
persons who head the register of those who 
have passed examination, with due regard to 
a proper apportionment of the places among 
the various States and Territories, and the 
appointing officer must make bis selection 
from these three. It is also provided that no 
person shall be certified more than three 
times to the same officer in the customs or 
postal service, nor more than twice to any 
department. ‘his regulation will undoubt- 
edly make room for the exercise of political 
and personal preference and enable the ap- 
pointing power in each case to exclude any 
person objectionable to the powers that be.” 
Congressional influence may still be exer- 
cised about the departments if the chicfs 
clioose to defer to it. But there seems to be 
no way of avoiding this concession to the ap- 
poiuting power. When this phase of the 
subject was under consideration by the 
Oivil-Service Commission of 1871 the At- 
terney-General (Mr. Akerman) expressed 
‘the opinion that, while a list of persons

individual, sipee that would be an infringe- 
ment upon the appointing power lodged in 
the President or delegated to tue heads of 
departments. Government employés who are 


intrusted with handling money or in con- 


fidential relations with the heads of depart- 
ments are properly excepted from the super- 
vision of the commisston and its system of 
examination, fer the officers who are respon- 
able personally for the funds which they ad- 
minister and the policy of their departments 
should always have the privilege of selecting 
their lieatenants without interference. 

The success of.the system recurs at every 
point to the sincerity and earnestness of its. 
administration. Ne penalties are attached 
aside from a dismissal from offiee for a viola- 
tion of rules, and that depends ultimately on 
the President of the United States.

ln explaining to a reporter the plans of the 
new Irish organization made at Philadel- 
phia, its Chicago President, Sullivan, who 
killed the schoolmaster, among other things 
said: “ Funds will be raised the same as by 
the Land League,” ete.

THE IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The gossip naturally growing out of the 
meeting of the lowa State Central Commit- 
tee, which came together for the purpose of 
fixing a date for the Republican State Con- 
vention, indicates that the Prohibitionists of 
that State are now merely a power tor mis- 
chief. They are evidently bent upon the 
disruption of the party for a time at least by 
making prohibitien a fundamental party 
doctrine. Senator-elect Wilson has appar- 
ently placed himself at the head of this fac- 
tion, and is counseling action which is revolu- 
tionary in character. He is understood to 
take the position that the prohibition amend- 
ment should be enforced ia defiance of the 
decision of the Supreme Court that it was 
not lawfully adopted. How this is to be 
achieved except by mob-law is not clear, and 
if an appeal be made to the mere prejudices 
of a class to nullify the constitu- 
tional power of the courts something 
very like anarchy will be the re- 
sult. To make war upon the individual 
members of the Supreme Court and to drive 
them from the bench because they have 
given an honest construction of the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State will be in the 
nature of terrorism, which will surely react 
to reduce the judiciary to a low level of polit- 
ical charlatanism. If Senator Wilson shall 
lead the Republican party into so grave an 
error as this it will result in a repudiation of 
that party’s ascendency by the people of 
Iowa, who have clung to it with steadfast 
loyalty and overwhelining confidence ever 
since the State was created. 

The prohibition cranks of Lown are evi- 
dently actuated more by resentment and 
malice now than by principle. They are mad. 
They want to smash things. They will find 
that any effort to ride roughshod over law 
and organized authority in a fanatical cause 
will lead to popular condemnation. They 
are losing strength every day. There 
are several reasons for the decline of 
their power. Ons is their evident anger. It 
isa virtual admission that their cause has 
not sufficient Inherent strength to survive 
the test of mature deliberation. Another 
reason is the progress which the high-license 
movement is makmg in the State. Regula- 
tion and restraint by means of license are 
vastly more effective than any effort which 
has ever been made at coercive teetotalism. 
The cities and towns of lowa are rapidly 
fortifying themselves against the cranks by 
fixing licenses at a rate which reduces the 
number of saloons, restrains the excesses of 
the liquor traffic, and imposes a sense of 
responsibility upon all who are engaged in 
it. If the prohibition agitation could be 
suppressed until the meeting of the next 
Legislature a high-license measure would 
probably prevail over any proposed prohibi- 
tion legislation, for in the meantime the effi- 
ciency of high license would have been com- 
pletely demonstrated in the localities where 
it had been adopted. Butif the leaders of 
the Republican party yield to the prohibition 
cranks and add fuel to the flames of fanati- 
cism now raging, they will prepare the way 
for serious disturbances certainly and for 
party defeat. If they proceed with a propo- 
sition for statutory prohibition in order to 
save the time necessary for maturing a con- 
stitutional amendment, prohibition will be- 
come the chief issue in every legislative dis- 
trict in the State, and identification of the 


| Republican party with that issue everywhere 


will most likely result in a loss of the Legis- 
jature and of a United States Senator. The 


practically no National laws that can be 
made effective. The laws ot 1875 and 1882 
are so imperfeet that nothing of any account 
can be done under them. State laws exist, 
but they do not meet the necessities of the 
case. If the immigrant is able to show that 
his destination lies beyond the State whose 
seaport he enters the State ‘officer is apt to 
lose his interest in the matter. The broad 
fact that hundreds of paupers have been al- 
lowed to enter this country. during the last 
few weeks is evidence enough of the weak- 
ness of the State dams against this fetid 
overflow. 

In the comprehensive account of the immi- 
gration of paupers given in our issue of 
Thursday it was stated that Europe has 20,- 
000,000 paupers, while the United States has 
but 300,000; Europe manufactures the pau- 
pers, and the United States is expected to 
take them asa gift. The public has looked 
with a generous indifference on this abuse of 
dumping European human refuse on oursoul, 
It seemed harsh to refuse a chance out ot our 
abundance to the victims of foreign oppres- 
sion. It was felt that many who had been 
unable to support themselves abroad would 
be stimulated to a more éfficiént manhood 
under our skies. But the investigations of 
those who have made a study of the de- 
pendent classes has established beyond a 
doubt that pauperism is hereditary, and that 
we are ingrafting upon our prosperity a 
parasitic growth of crime and pauperism that 
will with acceierating rapidity spread its 
poisonous tendrils all over our soclety if not 
checked. The action of England in begin- 
ning the deportation of its secial residuum 
over here by the ship-load has finally aroused 
public opinion to the dangers that seemed 
theoretical till now. 

These foreizn paupers, physical and moral 
cripples, produce nothing—but more of the 
same sort. While England is complaining 
that we are allowing our soil to be used as a 
hatching-ground for Irish dynamite con- 
spirators she is sending us thousands of 
fully-incubated two-legged consignments of 
explosive material, far more dangerous to 
us than dynamite has vet proved to be to 
her. If the Chinese immigration was a taing 
to be dreaded, this is much more so. The 
prospect that Europe will continue to dis- 
charge the sewers of its population on us 
until all the fluid part of its reservoir of ,- 
000,000 of paupers has been turned upon us is 
frightful enough, but it is worse to know 
from indisputable evidenee that the Old 
World is not ouly sending us its impotent, 
but its criminals. Germany will not allow 
the clean and healthy American hog to enter 
its ports, but thinks nothing of sending us its 
worse than poreine men, its tigers and jackals 
in trousers. 

There need be no argument about this 
ontrage. It is not necessary to wait for the 
action of the next Congress. The British 
Government has occupied the attention of 
our Government lately with correspondence 
about dynamite conspiracies in this country 
against Great Britain. These alleged plots 
have at the worst been private intrigues of 
individual malevolence. Secretary Freling- 
huysen should notify the British Govern- 
ment that the United States looks upon the 
deportation of its eriminais and paupers to 
this country as an official and national plot 
against the present and future welfare of 
this country. This is an atrocity in compar- 
ison with which Irish dynamitism sinks into 
a moral agency of reform. These germs of 
crime should be snuffed out at the frontier 
just as peremptorily as the National Board 
of Health would exterminate yellow-fever 
or cholera. The act of the British Govern- 
ment in officially shooting such animated 
missiles of license and mischief under our 
hearthstones is an act, moraily, of war, and 
not of honest and aboveboard war, but of 
such war as its Canadian representatives 
were willing to help the emissaries cf the 
Rebellion wage when they undertook to un- 
dermine us with wholesale small-pox. °

BRITISH ANNEXATION OF NEW GUINEA. 

Recent telegraphic advices indicate that 
the English Golony of Austfalia, rapidly 
growing to be a mighty empire, has com- 
menced the work of annexation on its own 
account. The official announcement has 
been made in the English Parliament that 
the Governor of Queensland, fearing a de- 
scent of Germany or France upon Papua, 
better known as New Guinea, has taken time 
by the forelock and annexed the island to 
Australia as a measure of self-defense. He 
is now seeking the indorsement of his action 
at the hands of the Ehglish Government, 
which, it is pretty safe to say, will uphold 
him, as it desires to have no quarrel with the 
Australians. It may also be urged that if 
there is really any danger of German or 
French occupation, England will not hesi- 


tate to sanction the annexation, since it can- 


not allow these Powers to menace Australia 
by having command of the very narrow 
strait which separates it from Papua. 

New Guinea. it may be premised, is the 
largest island on the globe next to Australia 
and Borneo. It is larger than Spain and 
Portugal together, and one-third larger than 
France. It is 1,500 miles long and 400 wide, 
comprising an area of between 260,000 and 
300, 000 square miles. Little is known of its 
population, except that in a small Dutch 
colony on the coast alone there are 200,000 
people. Still lessis known of its physical 
geography and resources. It has great ranges 
of mountains, large rivers, and luxuriant 
growths of forests, filled with the most brill- 
iant and beautiful birds in the world, and all 
the wonders of tropical life in the most be- 
wildering profusion. Beyond this and the 
knowledge that its soll is exceedingly rich, 
New Guinea is still a comparatively unknown 
land, though destined to be speedily known 
when the English Government confirms the 
action of its Queensland official. That there 
is no objection to the annexation on the part 
of the Popuans thezuselves will not be ques- 
tioned, since a single policeman went over to 
the isiand and made the annexation without 
any interference from the natives, 

The only point at issue in the premises 
seems to be this: whether Australia shall 
make the annexation or England make it 
direct. The drift of feeling in England 
seems to be in favor of making Papua-a 
separate colony rather than a part of the 
Australian Empire. The London Spectator, 
discussing this point, takes the ground that 
England shouid make the annexation for the 
reason that Queensiand cantiot govern it, and 
has not the resources to carry out the occu- 
pation. Henee, if any trouble arises England 
will be called upon to settle it, and to avoid 
this the most practical eourse is for her to 
occupy and govern the island. It Is very gen 
erally believed that it is the intention of 
either Germany, France, or Italy to seize the 
igland and make it a convict settlement, and 


that the only way tu avoid such a cousumma- 


tion is to annex it at once, since it it were 
thus occtpied the Germans or French would 
always be within striking distance of Aus- 
tralia. Under such cireumstantes Australia 


ment on Papua is rewarded witb angry horror. 

In consenting to an annexation the English 
Government will recognize the inevitable, for 
Australia is rapidly becoming a strong 
Power, able to go alone and defend itself, 
and it is only a question of time, not only 
how soon Papua will be annexed, but all the 
other islands in the oceanic group to tlie 
north and northwest, including mayhap 
some of the rich islands now belonging to the 
Dutch. To do the work now, therefore, will 
obviate the necessity of a war in the future. 
Australia is developing at an extraordinary 
pace not only in physical power, in trade 
and commerce, and in material resources, 
but in political power. 
gressive, pushing, and independent. The 
ties that now bind them to Great Britain are 
more sentimental than real. Australia gov- 
erns herself already with almost as little 
reference to the English Government as 
if she were entirely separated from it. 
Her questions are purely local, and -she 
takes no part in questions affecting the 
Home Government. In this fespect she 
could hardly be more independent 
if she were a part of the United States. She 
is soon going to be strong enough to make 
her own way in the world. A country as 
large as the United States, rapidly filling up 
with people, and developing her resources at 
a corresponding rate, she will sbon become 
the supreme power in the South Pacific—an 
island Republle with her outlying States 
stretching over the ocean ali about her, 
strong enough to protect them and herself 
against all comers. Even if England does 
not want any more tropical possessions, it is 
plain that this will not stop Australia from 
taking them. For England to oppose it will 
only hasten the inevitable independence of 
the new South Pacific Republic.

EDUCATION IN KENTUCKY. 

Kentucky is rapidly coming into line with 
the Northern States in the matter of eduea- 
tion, and setting an example to other South- 
ern States they would do well to follow. A 
correspondent ot the New York Herald, 
who has been traveling through the South, 
claims that that whole section is waking up 
to the importance of general education, and 
says: 

In view of what I have seen in my extended 
observations in the Soutb—the large number of 
schools and colleres, aud the many of a high 
order—and in view of the appreciation of higher 
education, of whieh I saw so many evidences 
among the Southern people, I am amazed at the 
exbibit in the matter of illiteracy which census 

reports credit to the account of the South. 
ducting for the 4,000,000 colored people, there is 
still a large percentage of illiteracy at the South 
among the whites according to the census re- 
turns. Lam tempted to believe, bowever, there 
must be an @2aggerauon with regard to the 
Southern ple, otherwise | see not how to rec- 
oncile the matter, as I have seen it myself. The 
Southern people are, inthe field of education, 
working outa — for themselves quietly 
and without pa retzults already are 
large and excellent. The next ten or twenty 
years will witness, I believe, a posiaon attained 
by the South that will be a surprise to the North, 


whose people will Ag what the Southrons 
have been at since the War. 


The Louisville Courier-Journal confirms 
this statement, and adds that the bulk of the 
iNiteraey to be found in the South is among 
the blacks. In Kentucky an intelligent cru- 
sade is now organized to overcome it by es- 
tablishing schools with competent teachers 
for whites and blacks wherever there are 
children to attend. This State indeed, 
which during the anti-slavery era was bit- 
terly opposed to the spread of eddcation 
among the blacks, now seems to be the fore- 
most State in the South in an intelligent ef- 
fort to advance the cause of general educa- 
tion. Jt was not until 1874 that any step was 
taken to educate the blacks, and even then 
the first attempt was not very successful, for 
the special tax which was levied upon col- 
ored people yielded an insignificant sum, 
while the whites had the benefit of the large 
State fund, At last some of the colored peo- 
ple refused to pay the tax, and went into the 
courts and fought the law upon the 
ground that it was unconstitutional 
under the Fourteenth Amendment. 
The courts sustained their position and 
last year the Legislature passed a bill in ac- 
cordance with the decision, entitling black 
and white children to the saine moneyed 
rights so far as education was concerned. This 
bill was submitted to the popular vote and be- 
came a law by a small majority. It has since 
that time, however, been hampered by the 
towns in the State, which have sought in all 
kinds of ways to evade it. The larger cities, 
Louisville especially, have sought to carry 
it out faithfully, but in the smaller places 
there has been decided opposition, and the 
plans to defeat its purpose have been as 
numerous and ingenious as they are in 
a Northern village where prohibition 
is enacted. Some of them, indeed, ig- 
nored it altogether. Others passed spe- 
cial ordinances which gave the lo- 
cal authorities absolute control of the 
schools. The last method brought the 
question into the courts again, and the decis- 
ion was unmistakable that under the Four- 
teenth Amendment there could be no dis- 
crimination against blacks in the applicatiun 
of the school funds. It does not of necessity 
follow that there will be coeducation on the 
color line. The mixing of the races in schools 
is not to be looked for in Kentucky at pres- 
ent; nor is it a necessity. If the black chil- 
dren have their share of the money and 
equally good school-houses and efficient 
teachers there will be no danger that they 
will not get an education. They are asa 
rule more eager for it than the whites, and 
will make up what they may lack in quick- 
ness by their earnestness and persistency. 

It is one of the most hopeful signs of 
Southern progress that so much attention is 
being paid.to the question of education. No 
man of the South is dome more for it than 
Mr. Watterson, of the Louisville Courter- 
Journal, Time was when common-sehooi 
education of any one, white or black, was not 
an acceptable Bourbon doctrine in Ken- 
tucky, but prominent Democrats in Various 
varts of the South are now making a yigor- 
ous effort to diffuse, as Mr. Watterson says, 
dhe regenerating forces of public educa- 
tion.” it-is one of the most noticeable ele- 
ments of reconstruction at work in the 
South, and is not the less so because itis 
working quieily.

or prophets except those of herown manu- 
facture and export. 


THE final adjournment of the Connecticut 
Legislature without having done any of the 
things proposed to it for the regulation of 
the railroad corporations, but on the con- 
trary winding up with the passage of a bill 
reducing their taxation, recalls the fact that 
this has been a pretty good year for corpo- 
rations. None of the States have carried out 
any of the severe measures with which the 
railroads were threatened. In New Jersey, 
for instance, the Legisiature met in the 
midst of a perfect storm of public. excite- 
ment about the evasion of taxation by the 
roads and their encroachments upon the 
streets of the cities and the water-front 
of Jersey City. But every effort to do 
anything to bring them to terms was 
defeated, and the Legislature adjourned 
leaving the roads master of the field. The 
attempt to bring the railroads of Michigan 
under regulation has just ended in a similar 
fizzle. It has been about so all through the 
country. Wherever any popular move has 
been made to assert the sovereignty of the 
State over these creatures of its incorpora- 
tion it has encountered a Macedonian 
phalanx of corporate opposition. As the 
dust of battle clears away it is to be seen 
that the phalanx holds the fort. It is ob- 
vious that the corporations have deliberately 
adopted the policy of stubborn and Bour 
resistance to any assertion of the supervisory 
rights of the Commonwealth. They resem- 
ble the Lancashire woman who called out to 
her son to come and lick the faather who 
was trying to make himself master of the 


house.“

A @oop many of the people who think 
about and try to find out the truth in regard 
to crop matters appear to have arrived at 
the opinion that the wheat crop of the United 
States this year will be a very poor one. Some 
estimate that it will not even equal the 
crop of 1881. California now joins hands 
with the Western States in showing 
symptoms of not more than a three 
quarters yield. That would mean 
less than 400,000,000 bushels for the 
whole of the United Stater. If there 
be a similar decadence in Western Europe, 
as is now generally believed, there is a de- 
cided prospect of a wneat shortage in the 
world before the crop of 1884 is available. It 
is the fear of this, and not present shortage, 
that has caused the recent active buying of 
long futures in the Chicago market and else- 
where. Wheat for delivery next September 
is now salabie at three and four cents per 
bushel above the price for this month, a fact 
which probably has no parallel in the history 
of the West.

There are io 
Chicago and its immediate suburbs fully 
650,000 persons; of this number not less 
than 500,000 speak the English language only, 
while there are not 40,000 who speak or read Ger- 
man exclusively. German is undoubtedly the 
leading foreign tongue spoken in this country: 
the Scandinavian coming next; then perbaps 
the Chinese or French, and the others may be 
classed as Scattering.” Among the 20 million 
of people in the Southern States not to exceed 
100,000 use any other language than the Ra- 
giish.

GLADSTON HS DEFEAT. 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

LONDON, May 4.—10 the Commous this after- 
noon the Speaker stated that he had received a 
letter from Bradiaugh, in whieh he announced 
that he would, at the beginning of business to- 
day, ask to be permitted to take the oath. The 
Speaker asked for the guidance of the House. 

Loud cries were made for Mr. Gladstone, but 
as the Prime Minister did not rise Sir Stafford 
Northcote stated Mat he would propose that 
Bradlaugh be preciuded from go through 
sueh a form. 

Gladstone said be could raise no objechon to 
the motion, which, under the circtinistances, 
Sir Stafford Northcote was the proper person to 
make, 

On motion of Labouchéré it was decided to 
hear Bradlaugh in bis own behalf at the bar of 
the House. nl 

Bradiaugh pointed out that the House had 
thought fit last evening to reject the Affirma- 
tioh bill, the passage of Which would have en- 
abled him to take his seat. It was now his duty 
to take the oath. The law bad given him a seat 
in thé House, and ju the name of the law he de- 
manded it. His exclusion was an act of flagrant 
iniquity. No act of his had justified action of 
the House which should declare his seat vacant 
or pass a bill disqualifying um. As long as he 
wis disqualified he would claim the right to his 
seat. 

Labouchére opposed the motion of Northcote. 

Gladstone, on moving the previous question, 
announced that he would vote with Labouchére 
against the motion.

Hegel. 

We have in a philosophical series which J. 
B. Lippincott & Co. are publishing a volume 
on Hegel, by Prof. Edward Caird, of the 
University of Glasgow, Scotland. George 
William Frederie Hegel was born at Stutt- 
gart, the Capital of Würtemberg, Germany, 
in 1770. He was five years older than Schil- 
ling and eleven years the junior of Schiller, 
both of whom Were aiso natives of Würtem- 
berg. Hegel, who ‘was of acountry family, 
began the study of Latin at the age of 5 
years, and entered the gymnasium of his 
native city in his 7th year. In his early 
years he was especially fond of Greek 
poetry. He entered the university at 
the age of 18, and was destined for 
the church. He was staid and sedate 
compared with his fellow-students, and to- 
wards the close of his course he indicated a 
fondness for philosophy, especially the eth- 
ical writings of Kant. After leaving the uni- 
versity at Tubingen, he spent a few years as 
a private tutor in Berne, Switzerland. In 
earlier life he imbibed free political opin- 
ions, and became addicted to philosophical 
views that led him to doubt the supernatural 
in religion. At a later period, after his coun- 
try had passed through the vicissitudes of 
French conquest and the recovery of its lib- 
erty, he felt the necessity of a national con- 
solidation and advocated a centralized Em- 
pire limited by constitutional restrictions. 
Having abandoned the idea of the church, 
he became Professor of Philosophy. first in 
Heidelberg, and afterwards in Berlin. In 
Heidelberg he had but few attendants upon 
his lectures. In Bertin his work was more 
fuily appreciated. In 1830 he was chosen 
rector of the university. Buthis labors were 
cut short by his sudden death from cholera 
in the autumn of 1831. 

Hegel was deemed “prosaic” by some of his 
contemporaries—Schelling for example. But 
he has been since regarded as poetical as 
well as idealistic in philosophy. He was.a 

rofound thinker, as all the worla knows. 

t is not so generally known how long and 
earnestly he labored to frame a consistent 
system of philosophy. His philosophy was 
rather Pantheistic than Christian, put to this 
day itis powerful in Germany. and in other 
countries itis toa great extent the seed of 
anti-supernaturalism. Though in part a 
follower of Kant, he rejected Kant’s distine- 
tion between faith and philosophy, and advo- 
cated a doctrine of unity in all truth, which 
obliged him to deny, at least apparently, the 
dualism of mind and matter—the finite and 
the infinit. The views of Hegel were not 
satisfactory to his followers; and yet they 
exert au unsettling influence upon the phi- 
losophy of the present hour. His greatest 
work is his Logic, — his Phenome- 
nology is highly regarded by philosophers of 
the skeptical German school. His system as 
such is no longer defended, while some of 
his fundamental principles are still widely 
accepted. We refer those who would under- 
stand these principles to the volume before 
us, in which they are clearly expounded. 


A New Novel with an Old Theme. 

„No New Thing,” by W. E. Norris, shows 
the same breadth of sympathy, the same 
quiet humor, the same grasp of power, which 
are conibiiued iu“ Mademoiselle De Mersae.”’ 
But in the later novel the stage is larger and 
the range of characters affords more inter- 
est, because of greater variety.‘ While Mar- 
garet Stanniforth may seem to be the chief 
actor in this modern version of that sum- 
ming-up which ancient Time tauglit Solo- 
mon, There is no new thing under the 
sun,“ the real centre of interest, and the 
finest study in the book, is Philip Mares- 
eachi. There is a likeness to Tito in his ex- 
quisit geutleness, his beauty, and his serene 
selfishness—just as Margaret, in her single- 
hearted goodness, reminds us of Romola. 
But Philip has less of deliberate evil and 
active treachery than his Greek prototype. 
His deceit has not so much venom in its 
sting; his kindliness is a more real attribute; 
and his repentance is a potentiality 
much nearer to demonstration. It is nota 
matter of wonder that those who loved him 
forgave much—for the glamor of his sweet- 
tempered, sunny grace is manifest to all, 
and we part from him with genuine regret. 
if the feminine characters lack their accus- 
tomed monopoly of admiration, it is not that 
they are less worthy, but rather because 
their rivals are more so—Tom Stanniforth 
nnd Walter Brune being men and gentlemen 
in every manly and thoroughbred sense of 
those mucn-abused words. Yét Margaret’s 
unfalterme kindness and Nellie Brune’s 
sweet willfulness have each their individual 
charm, and Mrs. Winnington's consistent 
money-worship is an amusing study in that 
perplexing paradox which our immortal 

illings has succinctly stated, “Tha tel us 
‘money iz-the rute ov all evil;’ and then tel 
us tew rute, hog, or dy.“

A Story of the Laboring Classes. 

No novelist of her day has won more de- 
served renown for a humor that never of- 
fends and a pathos which is always tenderly 
true to nature than the gifted author of 
“Cranford.” In Mary Barton ” Mrs. Gas- 
kell has shown us the real life of those la- 
boring classes which are at once England’s 
glory and shame. The story is laid in Man- 
chester, and the daily existence, the virtues, 
the sufferings, and the follies of these little- 
understood “ factory-hands are revealed 
with the fidelity of one who lived long 
among them, and the sympathy of one who 
saw their sorrows, yet sympathized with 
their griefs and recognized their wrongs. 
The quaint dialect, the homely, hearty ways 
are reproduced with life-like touches. The 
agitative and embittering problems growing 
out of trades-unionism are asserted in 
the words and from the standpoint of 
both employers and workmen. The- 
ories are not formulated, nor practices 
condemned, but facts are stated by a faithful 
eye-witness, and then left to work out their 
own logical conclusions. Mrs. Gaskell uses 
the plain, sometimes rough, vernacular of 
the people, with the power and precision of 
a master. And, though she may seem at 
times somewhat blunter than Mrs. Grundy 
approves, her thoughts are always pure, and 
her words clean, though forcibie.

A Gossippy Letter Concerning It 
by George C. Miin. 


The Removal of Some Structures That 
Had Become Landmarks. 


Cheap Transportation a Notable Feature 
b —Current Events and Gossip. 


Lonpon, April 20.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—It is almost twenty years since I 
turned my back upon London and faced 
westward toward the great Republic aeross 
the sea. Returning after the lapse of so 
many years I expected to find the great city 
changed in many of its principal features, 


and the expectation is certainly fulfilled. i 


Like Charles Lamb, who so pathetically de- 
scribes the hungry and lonely leave-days ” 
upon which as a “blue-cuat boy” he paced 
the streets of London, gazing wistfully into 
the tempting windows of pastry-cook 
shops, I had as a boy become fa- 
miliar with the very paving-stones 
of the whole region surrounding St. 
Paul's. The dome of the cathedral itself 
solitary and sombre in its immensity; the 
gloomy suggestiveness of Newgate prison, 
connected with the horrible Monday morn- 
ing hangings, more numerous in London 
than in Chicago; the official barrenness 
and bustig of the dirty post-office, with its 
Egytian pillars; the equestrian statue of Sir 
Robert Peel at the head of Cheapside, with 
both horse and rider in positions of gro- 
tesque unreality; anda succession of other 
points of interest as notable, and not so 
notable, had impressed themselves upon my 
brain ‘during long and lonely walks 
upon leave-days, at a period when my 
mental activity was not impeded 
by the imposition of herculean tasks upon 
my stomach. 1 consequently brought back 
with mea very distinct mental photograph 
— London as it was to lay beside London as 
t is. 
CHANGES IN LONDON. 

Many of the changes are startling. Most 
of them are in the right direction. In order 
to relieve any melancholy prognostications 
on the part of those who have not yet seen 
London, and who are fearfu! lest all its tradi- 
tional glories pass away before they do, let 
me at once say that there is no change what- 
ever in the quantity or quality of London 
fog. Brown and dense as ever, it 
hovers over this human sea as if in per- 
petual inourning over the festering abomina- 
tions upon which the biue heaven hesitates 


to smile. And oh! the ineffable profanity 
for which London fog will have to answer 
on the day of judgment Cabbles and 
bus“ drivers, “bDobbies” and vanmen, 
wrought into a conglomeration of shrewd 
cockneyisms and downright “cuss-words” 
over the unavoidabie collisions on a foggy 
day, make Cheapside or Ludgate Hill at 
such times thoroughly utopian localities, 
Speaking of profanity reminds me that, so 
far as | am able to judge, the English swear- 
er is behind the American in point of real 
virility. There isa great deal of eye-blasting 
and other such pleasant little benedictions, 


but 1 do not often hear even the cabmen— 


who should be proficient in this direction— 
carelesly mixing up the name of the Deity 
in their many ittle altercations. I am told 
by a friend who knows quite as much about 
London as Charles Dickens did—Copleston, 
the most famous wood-engraver of England 
—that the relative growth of London has 
been as great during the last twenty years 
a3 of any city in the world. And | can 
easily believe it. Today, for example, I have 
ridden through Epping Forest, once a 
famous royal hunting-ground, only to 
find R incorporated as part of London, and 
fast surrendering its rura! features before 


‘tthe advance of the metropolis. And the out- 


lying suburbs iw avery direction are building 
up quite as fast. ullding, by the way, is 
made very easy for folk here by a sys- 
tem of building societiés, which, through co- 
operation and wise management, enable me- 
chanics and other work people to build 
economically and weil. 

The growth of London, however, which is 
now pressing well on to a population of 
5,000,000, does not impress me some of the 
changes which have taken pleee in salient 
points of the city. Notable ng these 
is the Thames Embankment, ‘commen- 
cing at Blackfriars Bridge and run- 
ning away up to. Chelsea, afford- 
ing a splendid drive along that most impor- 
tant and dirty river, the Thames. This has 
all been built within the last 12 years. 
And so have the handsome new buildings for 
* parristers ” looking out upon the river from 
the undisturbed quiet of the Temple Gar- 
dens. Massive-looking structures they are, 
and very sedate, and all that, but containing 
the human constituents for many a jolly set 
of roysterers for all their gravity. Blackfriars’ 
Bridge, too, has been replaced by a fine 
modern structure, and right beside it is the 
bridge of the London, Dover & Chatham 
Railway. 1 should say ata rough guess 
that the Thames, between London 
Bridge and Westminster, is spanned by at 
least twice as many bridges as crossed it 
twenty years ago. 

THE HOLBORN VIADUCT. 


As a companion improvement to the em- 
bankment may be mentioned the Holborn 
Viaduct. This change isa positive advan- 
tage to the physical appearance of London 
and te the Mosaic Decalog. in the old days 
of “’Igh ’Olborn,” when the streets were 
slippery and horses frequently fel!, the third 
commandment did not secure eminent re- 
spect in this locality. The viaduct itself is a 
fine enough piece of work, built for endur- 
ance rather than display. At the “city ” end 
of it, as lovers of London will re- 
member, stands St. Sepulchre's Church, with 
the famous chime of bells, and across the 
way Newgate Prison.~ Both these stand as 
they have stood long before of any us stood 
at all. The old prison, by the way, is—I un- 
derstand from my young “ antiquary’’—to 
be torn down, and lam ehuckling.over the 
good fortune whieh has brought me here in 
time to go through it before it surrenders to 
the march of modern architecture. The 
Lamb Coffee-House, famous of course for all 
sorts of drink but coffee, and for that most 
infamous, across the way fram the 
prison, still stands, though another fa- 
mous tavern in the Old Bailey has yielded 
up the ghost: or, to be more accurate, every- 
thing else but the ghost. In Newgate street 
and hard by the prison is the * biue-coat 
school” founded by Edward the Sixth, and 
still preserving the antiquated costumes of 


| the century in which it was founded. I 


took a walk through its cloisters before 
Breakfast the other day, and could see little 
change. The boys are better,” I am told, 
“than they used to be.“ which j can readily 
believe. Such an advance would not 
be difficuls. This old landmark must 
soon be removed, as land 
is too valuable to be held 
much longer for the purposes of a school, It 
is in the very heart of London, and is cer- 
tainly worth more than a million pounds.

A few weeks ago Tue Trisune recorded 
the sale of immense cattle and ranch inter- 
ests in Wyoming to a syndicate of Scotch 
capitalists, thé transaction being thé largest 
of the kind ever made in this country. A 
member of the firm of Swan & Frank Live- 
Stock Company, still interested in this busi- 
ness, has just returned from Scotland. He 
says there are vast sums of moneyin Great 
Britain which the owners would be glad to 
invest in American enterprises of merit, but 
so many agents are abroad soliciting finan- 
cial aid for schemes which exist on paper 
only, if they exist at all, that capitalists are 
more than ordinarily cautious, 
prone to look on all Ameri¢an unde 
with more or legs suspicion. ® says this 
ranch property was firs brogene to the 
notice of Scotch monéyed ‘py letters 
sent over by British newspaper correspond 
ents traveling ia the Territories. After 
these capitalists had commenced negotia- 
tions for purchase of the property, the 

ndon Fimes > yer an article warning 
the British public to look out for American 
oo agg Peay 5 denoundeing this one in particu- 
lar. The Scotchmen, however, were offered 
every facility for finding out what the prop- 
erty was worth as an invesunent and what it 
had done in five years as shown by the 
They purchased, and thus far have not had 
any reason to express “regrets.” A little of 
the inside history of this trade is given mere- 
ly to show that American enterprises which 
are of value can receive plenty of financial 
support from the other side of the water. 

PAUPER EMIGRATION. 

The gentleman also speaks of the emigra- 
tion to this country and the charge that Brit- 
ish officials are Constantly sending vaupers 
over. It is rather a fine line to draw, he 
says, between a poor map and a pauper in 
Earope. ‘The country is so densely populat- 
ed that there is au excess of labor. man is 
taken up in England for vagrancy. He tells 
the officials he cannot get anything to do, 
but is willing to work, and if some one 
will pay his age over he will 
go to America. where he can readily find 
employment and make his own living. Here 
comes the distinction between the poor man 
and the pauper. The official sees before him 
an able-bodied, capable man, who wants to 
earn an honest living, but cannot because 
the supp!y of labor is in excess of the de- 
mand. He has to decide between a few dol- 
lars for passage-money and the almshouse, 
which is already crowded or likely to be 
at an early day. He chooses the former, 
and ships his man, who in many 
cases become a valuable citizen of this cotin- 
try, proving that whatever may have been 
his shorteomings in his native land, all he 
wanted wasa change of circumstances to 
give him a chance to make an honest living, 

IDIOTS AND INSANE PEOPLE. 

There is good reason for believing that for- 
eign officials sometimes knowingly pass over 
to the emigrant „ people who are not of 
sound mind. This gentleman says there 
were two cases of insanity on the steamer 
which brought him over, and that it is by no 
means unusual to find crazy folks among the 
emigrant passengers, many of whom, if their 
history were traced back, would doubtless 
be found to have exhibited evidences of 
feeble-mindedness long before they left the 
“Qid Country.” European Governmen 
perhaps, think it a good way to dispose o 
these people—turning them adrift on Ameri- 
can soil, which is popularly supposed across 
the water to furnish a livelihood for the 
weak, the lame, and the lazy.

Woman’s Inventions—A Curious Com- 
pliation of Facts on the Subject, 

[Condensed from a Magazine Artiele.] The 
most auclent Chinese writers accord the in- 
vention of spinning to Yao, wife of the fourth 
Emperor, and the discovery of silk to Si-ling- 
chi, wife of the Emperor Hoang-ti, 4,000 years 
before Christ. 

At the exposition of woman’s work in 
Florence a few years since visitors were 
greatly interested in a specimen of the mag- 
nificent lace kpown as Puleto de Venezia 
(Venetian point). Its stitch, lost since the 
thirteenth century, has recently been re- 
discovered by Mme. Bessani, a humble work- 
woman, to whom the Italian Minister of 
Commerce accorded letters patent, with ex- 
clusive control of her discovery for fifteen

With Kamejo, a woman worker in bronze, 
the decorations in relief,so much used by 
Japanese artists, originated. Wood-engrav- 
ing, the pioneer of all other forms of engrav- 
ing, was the invention of the Cunio children, 
twin sister and brother, at Ravenna, Italy, in 
the thirteenth century. The discovery of 
cotton as a textile fabric, ascribed in the East 
to Semiramis, was in America attributed to 
the mother of the’ Incas, who taught the 
Peruvians its manufacture. 

Piliow-lace making, which brougt{t this 
elegant addition to the toilet within the 
reach of all, was the invention of Barbara 
Uitman, of Saxony, ata period when that 
country was on the verge of financial ruin. 

To Mheural Nisa, best known to English- 
speaking people through Moore’s “ Light of 
the Harem as Nourmahal, is the world in- 
debted for its priceless cashmere shawls, the 
manufacture of which gives employment to 
thousands of men and wumen, and forms one 
of the principal sources of revenue in India. 
To her also we owe that most exquisit and 
costly perfume, attar, or more properly, atyr 
of roses. 

The straw industry of the United States 
owes iis origin to Miss Betsy Metcalf, who, 
in 1708, made the first straw bonnet ever 
manufactured in this country. Within twelve 
years thereafter the State of Massachusetts 
alone produced half a million dollars’ worth 
of siraw goods. That State now produces 
6,000,000 hats and bonnets annually; a great 
— = straw is also manufactured in other 


The most remarkable invention of the age, 
in its industrial, social, and political influ- 
ence—the cotton-gin—owes its origin to a 
woman. Catherine Littleficid Greene, widow 
of Gen. Greene of Revolutionary memory, 
with whom the idea originated. The cotton- 
gin heads the list of sixteen remarkable 
American inventions that have been adopted 
by the world. 

Miss Louise McLaughlin’s invention of un- 
dergiaze painting in pottery was appropriat- 
ed by a man who took out a patent upon it.

ever invented, and of incalculable benefit to 
every woolen manufacturer; a self-fastening 
button; a portable reservoir for use in case 
of fire: a process for burning petroleum in 
place of wood and coal for steam-generating 
purposes, an improvement in spark-arrest- 
ers, to be applied to locomotives; a danger- 
signal for e s on railways; a 
plan for heating cars without fire; a lubri- 
cating felt for subduing friction (the last fi 
all bearing upon railroad travel); à rap 
change box, a marvel of simplicity and con- 
venience, invaluable at railway stations and 
ferries, the invention of a girl of 16; syllable 
type with adjustable cases and apparatus; 
machine for trimming pamphiets; writing 
machine; — rocket, used in the navy; 
deep-sea telescope; method of deadening 
sound on ele railways; smoke-burner; 
satchel-bottom bags, bag-fold machine, 
Many improvements in sewing- 
machines have been made by women; asa 
device for sewing sails and heavy cloth; 
quilting attachments; the magic ruffler; 
threading a machine when upon the full run 
(an idea scouted by male machiuists); an 
adaptation of machines for sewing leather, 
ete. This last was the invention of a practi- 
cal woman machinist who for many years 
carried on a large harness factory in New 
York City. 

Systems for improved drainage; for better 
ventilation ; for forcing water to great hights 
and distances; a thousand household appli- 
an etc., are the fruits of woman’s inven- 
tive genius. 

The deep-sea telesco invented dy Mrs. 
Mather and improved by her daugMer, isa 
unique and important invention, bringing the 
bottom of the largest ships to view without 
the expense of raising them into a dry-dock. 
By its means wrecks can be inspected, ob- 
struction to navigation removed, torpedoes 
successfully sought for, and immense sums 
annually saved to the marine service. 

A machine which, for its complicated 
mechanism and extraordinary ingenuity, has 
attracted much attention both in this coun- 
try and Europe, is that for the manufact 
ure of satchel-bottom paper bags. 
Many men of wmecnanical genius long 
directed their attention to this problem with- 
out success. Miss Maggie Knight, to whose 
genius this Machine is due, received a com- 
pliment from the Commissioner of Patents 
upon its entire originality. Most inventions 
are but an improvement upon some preced- 
ing one. She refused $50,000 for it shortly 
after taking out her patent. Miss Knight 
has since invented a machine doing the work 
of thirty persons in folding bags, and her- 
self superintended the erection of the ma- 
chinery at Amherst, Mass. 

The Eureka street-sweeper, the invention 
of a Hoboken lady, owes Its origin to the 
fact of this lady’s dress having been spat- 
tered with mud bya clumsy machine one day 
in New York. Possessed of a mechanical 
genius she determined to try her hand upou 
a sweeper that should do its work more per- 
fectly. Her success was great and her in- 
vention u vast improvement upon all its pre d- 
ecessors. 

The remarkable invention of Mrs. Mary B. 
Walton for deadening the noise of elevated 
railroads has occasioned much comme@t. 
Edison and other inventors had for six months 
unsuccessfully striven to accomplish this 
end when Mrs. Walton brought forward a 
device which was at once adopted by the 
Metropolitan and other elevated railways. 
The benefit to human heaith and life likely 
to accrue from this invention can scarcely be 
realized. The evil effects of persistent 
noise upon the human system are very 
great, and an invention tending to lessen its 
torce confers a benefit upon mankind. Since 
her noise-deadener Mra. Walton has taken 
out, both in this country and England, a 
patent for a smoke-hurner that slie consid- 
ers much more valuable, By this device all 
smoke frow a fire, furnace, or locomotive is 
consumed, as also the dust caused by rail- 
way trains, aud the offensive, unhealthy 
odors emitted from factories, gas-works, etc, 
When in England Mra. Walton received the 
congratulations of British officials for it, as 
one of the greatest inventions of the age. 

While — by woman's discovery in 
science, where names of 2 aria 
Aguesi, and Caroline Herschel shine, men- 
tion must still be made of the@aquarium, the 
invention of Mme. Jeanette Power, one of 
the most eminent naturalists of the century. 
It was used by her in making curious scien- 
titic discoveries, 

Medicine, even in modern times. owes 
much to woman. It was to her knowledge 
of this art that woman’s persecution for 
witchcraft in the Middle Ages was largely 
due. Through Mme. de Coudray’s invention 
ot the manikin a knowledge of physiology 
has been much more widely diffused than 
would otherwise have been possible. Many 
delicate and important surgical instruments 
owe their origin to woman, as also the adap- 
— of wax to recording’ medical observa- 

ons.

Vietor Hugo’s Opinion on the Women 
of the Benalssance and One Woman 
of Today. 
[Paris Letter.|}—Last evening at dinner 

Victor Hugo entertained his guests with a 
monolog on the women of the renaissance, 
He said that the series began in Lucretia 
Borgia and ended in Elizabeth of England. 
This Queen had two great merits; she in- 
sisted on a papr law being voted by her Par- 
liament, and she encouraged Shakspeare to 
write plays and bring them on the stage. 
The best women of the renaissance were 
French. They were Renee, Duchess of Far- 
rarra, and Marguerite, Queen of Navarre, 
Jane Grey was one of those angels Whose 
visits to earth are few and far between. 
Anne Boleyn and Mary Stuart were mixed 
characters. They were also enigmatical, 
and would therefore be eternally interest- 
ing. Both were compounded of fine gold 
and miry ciay. The most sinister feminine 
characters of the renaissauce were Catherine 
de Medici and Mary Tudor. But Mary at 
least had the virtue of sincerity. Catherine, 
who began to build the Tuileries had all the 
masculine vices of her period, and no femi- 
nine virtue. She did not even love her 
children, and she is, with good reason, ac- 
cused of having poisoned her eldest sou, so 
as to break down the litical influence of 
her daughter-in-law. he spirit of that un- 
loved and unloving Queen seemed to haunt 
the Tuileries. | 

Victor Hugo, who made Lucretia Borgia 
and Mary Tudor the heroines of dramas, 
vnce thought of bringing Catherine upon the 
stage. But when he studied her, in her 
acts and letters, he found that she was too 
odious. A male villain is permissibie ina 
drama work: a thorough-paced female vil- 
lain is not. This Medecian Princess was the 
counterpart of lago. 

Victor Hugo is menaced with a terrible 
bereavement. His old friend and companion, 
Mme. Drouhet, is ill, it would seem unto 
death. Her ailment is supposed to be cancer 
in the stomach. She has the fortithde, when 
the poet gues to sitand talk at her bedside, 
to dissimulate the pain and fever from 
which she suffers. He does t realize, 
therefore, that she is seriously ihdisposed, 
and looks forward to taking her to Guernsey 
in the summer. This lady has been agso- 
ciated with his life, since “Marie Tudor” 
was first played. She personated that Queen. 
The whole town raved about her, and the 
poet thought heradorable. To please him she 
quitted the stage, and has ever 
since devoted herself to him. She 
was for a long course of years his 
literary secretary. At Guernsey she re- 
sided near Hauteville House, and on the 
death of Mme, Victor Hugo she took her 
place, Ihave only known her as an old, 
white-headed lady. She has a firm character, 
suavity of manner, quiet dignity, fine tact, 
and:does not care about either the praise or 
blame of the world. All Victor Hugo’s rela- 
tives accept her as the maintenon of the poet, 
and the servants take orders from her only. 
She governs the household with wise disere- 
tion and without seeming friction, and until 
her present illness confined her to her bed 
did the honors of the dining-rooni and draw- 
ing-room. Her diction and enunciation in 
speaking are charming. Although styled 
Madame.“ she was never married. hen 
Victor Hugo was free to marry her, she re- 
fused to urge him make use of his liberty for 
her advantage. A marriage, she thought, 
would be an admission that their frien ship 
was not a righteous one.
